EXECUTIVE ORDER FORMALLY TRANSFERRING ADMINISTRATIVE AND 
MANAGEMENT RESPONSIBILITY FOR SPECIFIED LAND FROM THE MONTANA 
DEPARTMENT OF MILITARY AFFAIRS TO THE MONTANA DEPARTMENT OF 
ADMINISTRATION 


WHEREAS, the Montana Department of Military Affairs administered and managed a parcel of 
State of Montana land (Property) located in Helena, Montana, described as follows: 


Central Addition No3, S30, T10 N, RO3 W, Block 55, Lot 7, LTS 7-17 and TR W of LTS 7-17; 


WHEREAS, on September 12, 2002, the Department of Military Affairs issued an agreement 
letter, hereto attached, to the Department of Administration transferring administrative control of 
the Property to the Department of Administration, effective January 1, 2002; 


WHEREAS, since January 1, 2002, the Department of Administration has administered and 
managed the Property; 


WHEREAS, under 2-17-811, MCA, the Department of Administration is custodian of all state 
property and grounds within a 10-mile radius of the State Capitol, and the Property is within this 
radius; 


WHEREAS, the Department of Military Affairs and the Department of Administration did not 
formally document the transfer through an Executive Order; and 


WHEREAS, this Executive Order formally recognizes the transfer that occurred in 2002. 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, STEVE BULLOCK, Governor of the State of Montana, pursuant to 
the authority vested in me as Governor under the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, 
Title 2, Chapter 15, MCA, and other applicable statutes, do hereby declare, approve and ratify 
the transfer of administration and management responsibility of the Property as described in the 
attached agreement letter. 7 


This Order is effective immediately and shall remain in effect until amended or rescinded by 
future Executive Order of the Governor.
